Murder, Suicide Come After 


Quarrel. *Go Ahead’ Dare 


In Locked Chamber 


An E ast Liverpool man and wo­ 
man were dead today, the result of 
a quarrel early Saturday night in 
a W est Sixth st. rooming house. 
The victims, both killed by bulse* 
wounds in the temple, are John 
Garvin. 53. who roomed at 216 W est 
Sixth st., and Miss Florence Lokle 
W right. 28. of Shadyside ave. 
The shooting occurred at 7.30 p. 
rn. in Mr. Garvin’s room, the man. 
according to police, first firing a 
bullet into the woman's head and 
then turning the gun on himself. 
Ruled ‘Murder, Suicide’ 
Columbiana County Coroner Ar­ 
nold W. Devon ruled “murder and 
suicide” after an investigation. 
Both Mr. Garvin and Miss W right 
were employed at the Homer Laugh­ 
lin China Co. in Newell. 
Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Maxwell and 
'K ay Harvey, also roomers at the 
how e, told Mr. Devon they beard 
Mr. Garvin arguing with a woman 
In his room and suddenly heard 
him shout: 
“I’m going to shoot yon!" 
“Go ahead and shoot if you feel 
that way,” the woman cried, they 
said. 
Three shots followed in rapid 
succession, the roomers told the 
coroner. 
Break Down Door 
Mrs. Carrie Birch, who operates 
the. rooming house, called police 
after the others had dashed up­ 
stairs and found the door to Mr. 
Garvin's room locked. 
Patrolman William 
Lister and 
rap t. J. Norman McFarland answer­ 
ed the call and broke down the 
door. 
" Miss W right still wad alive when 
they entered the room, police said, 
and an ambulance rushed her to 
the hospital, where death came a 
few minutes later. 
Both bodies were found on the 
floor. Miss W right lying near the 
dresser with a bullet in her left 
temple and Mr. Garvin by the bed, 
shot through the right temple. The 
gun was beside his body. 
Miss W right still was wearing her 
coat and gloves. Mr. Devon said 
she apparently was sitting in s 
rocking chair when shot and slump­ 
ed to the floor. Her hat was on the 
dresser. 
First Bullet Wild 
Mr. Devon explained the first bul­ 
let, fixed from s .32 caliber re—tv- 
©r, probably either was m eant to 
frighten the woman or else went 
wild. It was found buried in the 
floor. 
Mrs. Alice Roberts W right My­ 
ers, mother of the slain woman, 
was removed to City hospital Sat­ 
urday for an operation and the 
coroner expressed the opinion Miss 
W right may have stopped at Mr. 
Garvin’s room on her way back from 
the hospital. 
Miss W right was born Dec. 15. 
1910. in Wetzel county. W est Vir­ 
ginia. She has lived here the last 
12 years and bas been employed as 
a stam per at the Homer Laughlin 
China Co. 
She is survived by her mother, 
Mrs. Alice Roberts W right Myers 
of East Liverpool: two half broth­ 
ers. Jam es Perry W right of LaCroft 
and Ollie W right of Pine Grove, W. 
Va.; a half sister, Susie Carroll of 
Elk Fork. W. Va.

WASHINGTON. April 17— While 
a half dozen m easures designed to 
help American industry are moving 
steadily through congress, the ad­ 
m inistration took two steps today 
intended to dem onstrate 
govern- 
ment-business harmony. 
1. President Roosevelt accepted 
an invitation to address a forum 
of the American Retail federation 
here May 22. Federation officers 
said the meeting woald provide the 
first opportunity for men represent­ 
ing the entire field of retail distri­ 
bution to discuss common prob­ 
lems. 
2. Secretary of Commerce Hop­ 
kins disclosed that an industrial 
m arket survey covering more than 
3,000 
counties 
will be completed 
this summer. 
Provides Much Data 
T he report, requested by the Na­ 
tional 
Indnetrial 
A dvertisers as­ 
sociations, will contain figures on 
industrial production, employmenL 
value of produce, coet of m aterial 
for fuel and power, 
and 
mining 
data. 
Of the business proposals now 
before congress, only one—propos­ 
ed revision of the Wagner labor 
relations act—is arousing major 
controversy. Final action at this 
session 
la 
generally 
considered 
doubtfnT. for 8ena!d Leader Bark­ 
ley (D) of Kentucky omitted 
It 
from his recent list of “desirable” 
legislation. 
Business men and the American 
Federation of Labor are Becking 
modifications in the law. over the 
objections of the labor board to any 
fundam ental change. The senate la­ 
bor comm ittee began Its second 
week of hearings on the proposals 
today, and a house committee also 
has decided to hold hearings. 
In contrast to the fight over the 
W agner act, there has been little 
argum ent over modifications of the 
wage-hour law proposed by Its ad­ 
m inistrator. Elm er F. Andrews. 
Chairman Thomas (D) of Utah 
of the senate labor committee pre­ 
dicted 
t h a t 
non • controversial 
amendments, such as exemption of 
w'hlte-collar workers from the hour 
provisions of the law. would be ap­ 
proved a t this session. 
Security Changes Sought 
Suggestions for revising the so­ 
cial security program also are be­ 
ing considered. These would broad­ 
en the scope of the act, but would 
make various changes in the finan­ 
cial set up as an aid to ‘.business 
men. 
A bill by Sea. Byrnes 
(D> of 
South Carolina, which the senate 
will debate W ednesday, would con­ 
solidate 
existing 
relief 
agencies 
into a new public works bureau and 
would expand social security bene­ 
fits to the unemployed, and handi­ 
capped and the blind. A house com­ 
mittee is studying 
proposals 
to 
bring more workers under the tty 
cill security program and to start 
old age pensions payments in 1940 
instead of 1942.

Burke Accuses Labor 
Board Of Bias, Unfairness 


B r Th* Am *clau d Pre**, 
WASHINGTON, April 17. — De­ 
manding fundam ental changes in 
the W agner labor act. Sen. Burke 
(Dt of N ebraska charged today 
that the national labor relations 
board has been “wholly biased and 
unfair.” 
Burke 
outlined to the senate 
labof com m ittee a series of pro­ 
posed am endm ents to the labor law 
which he said were designed to ef­ 
fect a lasting peace between em­ 
ployers and employes. 
The am endm ents would revamp 
the 
present 
three-member labor 
board to give representation to em­ 
ployes. employers and the public; 
would free employes from “inter­ 
ference. restraint or coercion from 
any source” and would perm it em­ 
ployers to request elections to de­ 
term ine which union was to repre­ 
sent their workers. 
In addition, bis amendment would 
require that a m ajority of all eligi­ 
ble employes approve a union be­ 
fore the union 
could represent 
them. Under present law. the labor 
hoard has ruled that only a ma­ 
jority of those voting is necessary. 
He declared that “the statutory 
closed shop has no place In a de­ 
mocracy,"

ported. 
Roberts said that “in the ab­ 
sence of a clear and definite ex­ 
pression, we are aet at liberty to 
conclude 
th at congress Intended 
that any alten. no m atter how long 
a 
resident 
of 
this 
country, 
or 
however well disposed toward our 
government, must be deported, IT 
at any time in the past, or under 
w hat circum stances, or for what 
time, he’ was a member of the de­ 
scribed 
organization.” 
(Commun­ 
ist party of the United States.) 
“In the absence of such expres­ 
sion,” Roberts added, 
“we 
con­ 
clude that it is the present mem­ 
bership, or present affiliation — a 
fact to be determ ined on evidence 
—which bars admission, bars nat­ 
uralization, and requires deporta­ 
tion.” 
This decision was on a deporta­ 
tion order issued by the labor de­ 
partm ent 
against 
Strecker, 
who 
came to this country from Austria 
in 1912 and was a member of the 
Communist p arty for three months 
in 1932-33. 
Secretary of Labor Perkins has 
been awaiting the ruling as a guide 
to action on demands for deporta­ 
tion 
proceedings 
against 
Harry 
Bridges, Australian-born west coast 
CIO leader. 
He has been describ­ 
ed as a Communist by witnesses 
before the Dies house comm ittee 
investigating 
unAmerican 
activi­ 
ties. 
Pending study of the decision, 
labor departm ent officials 
made 
no im m ediate comment on its ap­ 
plication to Lh© Bridges case.

of a Sunday afternoon funeral ser­ 
vice and swept a six-mile area near­ 
by.

April 17 — At­ 
torney General 
Murphy suggested 
today that federal grants 
to

states might prove a possible solu­ 
tion of the nation’s parole problem. 
In a speech prepared for Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt’s 
national 
pirole 
conference, he charged that the ad­ 
m inistration of parole always had 
been "a source of scandal” and de­ 
served "a thorough Job of house­ 
cleaning.” 
Unemployment and relief prob­ 
lems make it difficult to determine 
at this time. Murphy said, w hether 
federal aid to the states for parole 
adm inistration was warranted. 
“But at least ” be added, “it sug­ 
gests for the future a possible solu­ 
tion to a serious problem.” 
While Murphy was governor of 
Michigan he supervised 
the 
reor­ 
ganisation of the state's correction­ 
al system . 
True rehabilitation can be achiev­ 
ed. Murphy concluded, only with a 
“modem parole system under uni­ 
fied, central control, free from ven­ 
al politics, administered by a train­ 
ed. competent staff, and equipped 
with every technique and device 
that modern science can provide.” 
Gov. Herbert H. Lehman of New 
York agreed with Murphy that par­ 
ole enforcement should be uniform.

Although no communique was is­

message. 
The 
newspaper ll Messaggero 
characterised the President’s ap­ 
peal as “an act of w ar” which it 
said “fits Into the general offen­ 
sive promoted by the plutocratic 
democracies against the proletari­ 
an nations.

Hitler today summoned the Reich­ 
stag for April 28 lo deliver his re- 
ply to the peace appeal of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
It was officially announced that 
Hitler considered the President’s 
message “so Important that he has 
decided to make his answer known 
before the Reichstag.” 
While newspapers attacked the 
appeal and indications were given 
of a negative answer, a cora muni- 
que said: 
“Roosevelt in a telegram has ex­ 
pressed the wish that the Fuehrer 
make known his position on cor* 
lain questions. 
“The Fuehrer considers this mat­ 
ter so important that he has de­ 
cided to make known bis answer 
to the American President in the 
name of the German people before 
the Reichstag. 
Session Sat April 2* 
* 
“He has therefore summoned tbe 
Reichstag for April 28 to u k e cog- 
nuance of his declaration.” 
Hitler himself ended consulta­ 
tion* with his foreign minister, 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, on the 
message and went to Austria to 
inspect army training centers. Ar. 
the same time newspapers used 
terms like “theatrical * trick” and 
"arrogant impudence” in reference 
to Mr. Roosevelt’s week-end appeal 
for at least a 10-year pledge against 
aggression. 
Just before the unexpected an­ 
nouncement by Hitler, a foreign 
office spokesman 
declared that 
Roosevelt’s appeal “is so compre­ 
hensive and so concerned 
with 
practically every aspect of Interna­ 
tional relations that much time 
most be taken tor a reply." 
Generally speaking, government 
officials are too busy now with 
preparations for the chancellor s 
50th birthday anniversary Thurs­ 
day. be said. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
spokesman 
•aid. some experts were closely 
analysing the message and will 
present results of their studies to 
von Ribbentrop who, in turn, may 
take them to Hitler. 
’ 
To Meet Rumanian Minister 
Ribbentrop is to meet Rumanian 
Foreign Minister Or (gore Gafeneu 
tomorrow for a conference to be 
devoted to attempts to clarify Qer- 
man-Rumanian relations. 
This, a 
spokesman said, naturallytwouki in­ 
volve 
the 
question 
of 
British- 
French oaters to help Rumania in 
case of attack. 
The announcement of the Reich­ 
stag convocation was in contrast 
to tbe vituperative tone of tbe Ger­ 
man press which heaped scorn on 
the United Blate* President. 
There was immediate speculation 
whether Premier Mussolini had in­ 
fluenced his axis partner to u k e a 
different tone. It wa* recalled that 
the Italian press at first merely 
bad published German 
comment 
without offering IU own reaction. 
Only on the rarest occasions and 
only when matters of vital impor- 
u nce to the nation are to be an­ 
nounced does Hitler summon th* 
parliament. 
One question immediately occur­ 
red to political observers;

In this picture

The fourth picture was taken at 
the upper Walnut st. plant of the 
Patterson Foundry ft Machine Co., 
where Mr. Stevenson was employ­ 
ed for nearly IO years.

since Its transfer to the East End 
location 
following the abandon­ 
ment of the two Walnut st. sites. 
The other picture is taken in the 
common pleas courtroom in the 
county courthouse where Mr. Stev- 
enson is seated at his desk.

ESTDENT ROOSEVELTS countrymen, in whole 
behalf be baa appealed to Germany and Italy for 
Boget, doubt that bls action will avert war unleaa 
.warmakers ara bluffing. Nevertbeleaa, they ar* proud 
o f being represented by a government which refuses 
to abandon hope. 
No government which alncerely wants peace could 
do lea*, without shame. It la a rebuttal of the 
accusation tbat governments are cynically resigned 
to war. They ar* not resigned; th*y merMy *re 
unable to see bow war can b* averted lf aome gov* 
•rnmantt ere determined to wage it. 
The significance of President Roosevelt'! appeal 
to Chancellor Hitler and Premier Mussolini Ie that 
be bas given them a cbanoe to evade tbs eonse* 
(justices of militarism. They can kaep everything 
they have gained lf they will guarantee the In­ 
tegrity of the rest. 
The President take nothing from them except 
their pledge to keep peace. There ie more to be 
Sained by peace than there is by war. They can 
avert a catastrophe lf they choose. Prime Minis­ 
ter Chamberlain made peace easy for them last 
September. President Roosevelt is Hying to make 
It easy for them In April. 
On tba unfavorable aide there must 
be con­ 
sidered first of ell the fact Chancellor Hitler and 
Premier Mussolini do not regard Mr. Roosevelt aa 
a disinterested spectator of their effort to sblft 
Europe’* balance of power from London and Perla 
to Berlin and Rom*. He has hurt his value as a 
mediator by showing prejudice for Great Britain and 
France. 
A further handicap, too lightly Regarded by most 
American*, la Germany's determination to shake off 
forever and completely tho shackles of the Treaty 
of Versailles. A compromise would not be easy to 
agree to, In view of the necessity for authoritarian 
governments to maintain aggraaaiva positions. 
The third obvious difficulty la that President 
Roosevelt's message, available to all Americans, to 
all Englahmen and to all Frenchmen, never will be 
beard or seen by the great m ajority of Germans aud 
Italians, to whose dictators It la addressed. Its effect 
a s a deterrent to war ta confined largely to Its 
reception by two willful leaders who are not direct­ 
ly accountable to their followert. 
Perhaps In spite of these difficulties the mes­ 
sage may do some good. It ta hard to see bow it 
can do any harm.

Letter By Film Director Capra Brings 


Up Question Of Why Actors Act As They 


Do And The ‘Why’ Of Some Movies

A'S A CASH customer of the movies, who always 
*■ * takes the Hollywood cinema columnists and tho 
fan magazines as gospel truth, we were greatly sur­ 
prised by a letter to The New York Times recently 
from Frank Capra, one of the big three of the movie 
directors. 
We always had an idea a movie director had all 
the say In the making of a picture. We thought ho 
was the judge, Jury, and maybe the district attorney. 
We thought that In the making of a picture the di­ 
rector sat back and told everybody where to head 
In, but Mr. Capra says this is not s a 
Mr. Capra says there are only half a dozen direc­ 
tors In Hollywood who are allowed to shoot as 
they please and who have any supervision over 
the editing of their pictures He says 80 percent of 
directors today shoot scenes exactly as they are told 
to shoot them without any changes whatever, and 
that 90 percent of the directors have no voice In 
the story or In the editing. 
It appears from Mr. Capra’s letter that the direc­ 
tors have been struggling against this situation for 
several years, asking more time for preparation be­ 
fore starting a picture, end a small voice In super­ 
vising Just the first rough cut of the picture. They 
are not getting a whole lot of encouragement. 
He thinks mass production is largely to blame 
and he also is Inclined to censure directors content 
to enjoy fat salaries and forget the responsibilities 
they have toward the medium they are In. Away 
down toward the end of his letter he says about 
six producers today pass upon 90 percent of the 
scripts and edit 90 percent of the pictures. 
M 
R. CAPRA’S letter was read at the last meeting 
of the V. F. C. C. (Vengeance For Cash Cus­ 
tom ers) and the secretary was requested to write 
him and get the names of these six producers, lf 
it develops that they were in any m anner responsible 
for the scripts of certain recent pictures filed against 
the cash customers, their names will be brought 
up at the next aesslon and booed for three minutes 
each. 
All of the members of the V. F. C. C. have been 
under the impression that directors were to blame 
for cinem atic misfeasances. Indeed at the time of 
the reading of Mr. Capra's letter the names of no 
less than four directors had already been presented 
to the meeting for booing and one of them was to 
get six minutes, at that. 
On hearing Mr. Capra's letter, a sister member of 
the V. F. C. C. moved that instead a resolution of 
sympathy for the cash customers be spread on the 
minutes, but this motion was tabled until it can he 
learned lf any of the directors were as much as in 
the neighborhood of the making of some of those 
pictures, a proximity that would deprive them of any 
commiseration. 
The secretary was also instructed to ask Mr. Capra 
who Is responsible for some of the cinema actors 
acting the way they do. It does not seem to the 
organization that those actors just walk out in front 
of the camera and start acting the way they do of 
their own volition. If the names of the producers 
can be ascertained and the responsibility for those 
actors fixed, the V. F. C. C. will feel it is getting 
somewhere. 
T 
HE DIRECTORS were fortunate as far as the 
V. F. C. C. Is concerned in having a man of 
Mr. Capra's impeccability go to hat for them, though 
It must be admitted not all the members were final­ 
ly convinced by his epistle. For no less than four 
recent pictures, they want a stronger bill of health 
than a mere letter before absolving the directors. 
These skeptical members insisted Mr. Capra be 
asked lf the directors of the pictures at issue were 
sober and conscious when the pictures were being 
made, but this suggestion was finally voted down. 
The majority felt an answer might tend to Incrimi­ 
nate aome of the directors. 
Th* V. F. C. C. has been growing by leaps and 
bounds since Its organization a few months ago. The 
original membership had to be greatly reduced, how­ 
ever, through a most drastic purge when if was 
discovered many cash customer* who had enlisted 
were of violent and even sanguinary disposition. It 
was their idea that the V. F. C. C. should devote 
itself to reprisals. 
For instance, there was a member who wanted to 
send secret delegates to Hollywood to plant bombs 
under any director who got on the V. F. C. C. green 
list which corresponds to some organizations' black 
list. This member was heaved oui as a bolshevloky. 
One thing the V. F. C. C. will not stand for and 
that to violence. Only last week. a number of excit­ 
able members were admonished for wanting to 
throw bed eggs at a picture, th® executive commit­ 
tee ruling that bad eggs were too good for the pic­ 
ture.

OMMITTEES are little groups with a mission 
to perform. They spring from the well known 
fact th at In order to get anything done there must 
be someone to do it. 
This to why a committee must have a chairman 
He or she is expected to do what the committee I* 
supposed to do. Though known officially aa a chair­ 
man, the person Is really a bagholder. 
It is his duty to call up other members of the 
committee to wheedle them into showing up at an 
appointed hour In a designated place so they can 
decide how to proceed.

It all results In what Is known as the "I am on a 
committee'* look, which la the look earnest people 
have when they are holding up their ends on com­ 
mittee*. 
Women are particularly good at this They are so 
good, in fact, they sometimes become known as the 
committee type. This types I* recognizable by its 
erect carriage, the gleam in its eye and its air of 
being in complete control of the situation. 
The privilege of looking and feeling like this is 
one of the advantages of living in a country where 
nothing can be done without appointing a commit­ 
tee.

COLUM BUS. O.. April 17— Use of 
a thin beam of polarized light on 
tran sp a re n t m odels to sim plify in­ 
vestigation of strain s on heavy m a­ 
ch in ery is science’s late st aid to 
industry, Ohio S tate university re­ 
ported today. 
The model, m ade of a plastic m a­ 
terial, is surrounded by oil of opti­ 
cal 
properties 'id en tical 
to 
the 
m odel. T hen th e light is focused on 
it. T he beam s scatterin g at rtght an­ 
gles to the original light ray. pro­ 
duce a visible pattern which Is in 
effect a cross-section of the model. 
From the bands of light th e m ag­ 
nitude and direction of stress on 
th e m odel can be determ ined with 
alm o st no m athem atics, according 
to Royal W eller, who developed the 
polarized light device in the univer­ 
sity 's photo-elastic laboratory. 
Previously 
students 
of 
stress 
have heated m odels lo about IMO 
degrees fahrenheit, cooled them un­ 
d er pressure to preserve distortions, 
and then cut out sections to de- 
term-lne the degree of stress. 
W eller reported that stress tests 
by the photo-ejast Ic m ethod had been 
applied successfully on gear teeth, 
dovetail joints, beam s, colum ns, and 
screw threads.

trem ely useful In the field of m a­ 
chine design, he said. 
Al Colum bus concern, one of the 
nation's largest m anufacturers of 
heavy m achinery, already is em ploy­ 
ing the new device in its research 
w ork, the university said. 
C hief advantages of

beam ” m ethod as described by W el­ 
ler are: 
T he p attern m ay be photograph­ 
ed for a perm anent record; 
No heating and cooling are re­ 
quired, elim inating the uncertainty 
ta physical constants and perm itting 
investigators to use th e theory of 
superposition w ith confidence; and 
.S tress directions and 
principal 
values m ay be obtained by ro ta t­ 
ing the m odel w hile observing It, 
elim inating the very complex analy­ 
sis necessary w ith a model th at has 
been cut up. 
W eller is an in stru cto r in physics 
and a m em ber of the university's 
engineering experim ent staff. He 
cam e to Ohio S tate three years ago 
from th e staff of M echanics in sti­ 
tute, R ochester, N. Y.

Vitamin Safeguards Studied 


As Way To Save Stress 


During Operations 


By LO G A N C L E N D E N IN G . M. D. 
'T*HB bent of experimental work 
* In surgery of late Is not so much 
to Improve operative technique or 
to Invent new operations as It Is 
to safeguard the patient from the 
general stress of surgical opera­ 
tions. 
I recently visited the medical 
school of a great state university 
and found that the head of the de­ 
partm ent of surgery seldom did 
any routine operations. 
I found 
that he was working on the iodine 


supply in food and w ater, its rela/- 
tion to goiter and the function of 
the thyroid gland in order to find 
out if there might be some way 
either to safeguard 
the 
patient 
when surgery was indicated or to 
obviate thyroid surgery entirely. 
Along the sam e line the use of 
vitamins 
has 
been advocated to 
make surgery less hazardous. 
Interfere W ith Nutrition 
All major surgical operations in­ 
volve some interference with the 
patient’s nutrition. 
It is frequent­ 
ly necesary to curtail or complete­ 
ly abolish intake of food by mouth 
for varying periods for surgical 
patients. 
If this disturbance of normal 
food intake lasts only a few days 
and. In the meantime^ the patient's 
energy requirem ent is satisfied by 
the administration of glucose and 
normal saline, he probably suffers 
no barm. In many cases, however, 
especially in the case of patients 
who undergo operations on the 
stomach and intestines, the patient 
has been forced to curtail his food 
Intake for weeks, or even months, 
before coming to the attention of 
the surgeon. 
Here it is possible to see malnu­ 
trition severe enough to reduce

results with surgical treatm ent. 
The Vitamins, those substances 
present In foods which do so much 
to keep the human machine func­ 
tioning smoothly, are supplied to 
all of us who lead normal lives in 
our normal foods. 
But in circum­ 
stances of partial starvation, such 
as described above, from long-con­ 
tinued Interference with normal di­ 
gestion, they may be deficient and 
lead to a number of conditions Im­ 
portant for the surgeon to consider. 
Causes Hemorrhage 
Deficiency of 
vitamin 
C may 
cause serious hem orrhage by In­ 
creasing the clotting time of the 
blood. It may also prevent normal 
wound healing. 
Whipple and Eldlott have found 
that many candidates for surgery 
frequently suffer from prolonged 
malnutrition and vitamin deficien­ 
cy. 
These deficiencies, together 
with the low serum 
protein of 
blood and tissues, 
may prevent 
normal healing and unquestionably 
predispose towards wound disrup­ 
tion. 
With these and other facts along 
the same line, several surgeons 
(see Vorhaus, American Journal of 
Hurgery, 1938) have advocated that 
Intensive vitam in and mineral ad­ 
m inistration be given surgery pa­ 
tients for several days before an 
operation. Five to IO days of such 
adm inistration will suffice In most 
rases to correct existing difficul­ 
ties. Thus surgery calls in dietetic 
science in order to Increase its own 
efficiency.

Anti-Axis Alliance 
President On Dismissals

LONDON, April 17.—Soviet Hus­ 
lia was reported authoritatively to­ 
day to have promised "at least ma­ 
terial aid” to the British-French 
anti-aggression front In the event 
of war. 
British officials were reported to 
have been assured that the Soviet 
union would send fighting planes 
and other war m aterial to help de­ 
fend Poland and Rumania if either 
nation's independence were imperil­ 
ed. 
This was an alternative to direct 
Russian military interventian since 
both W arsaw and Bucharest have 
objected to a pledge of the red 
arm y's ald. 
Neither the Poles nor the Ru­ 
manians, however, objected to the 
■ubstitute scheme and well-inform­ 
ed sources expressed hope that 
some measure of Russian support 
for the "peace front’' now can be
